gnbject has been =0 much disonssed of late
yenrs as the “drift.”! The greal experioncs
of 'rofessor Whitney énables bim to pressat
this subject with scceptuvece, [revious dis-
cugeion has related to the reglon east of the
Rocky Mountains. In California there i3 no
true northern drift, no transport of material
in oue general direction. The Lransportation
Las been of & loval characler. In the Sisrias
are nomerous traced of ancieat glaclers,
The area ocenpied by them {8 very limited,
and the work performed has been in-
gignilicant, None of them were gouth
of 30 deg. 50 min, of latitnde, extendiog
northerly sbount one-third the length of the
Biate, The traces of the extinct glaciers have
been beautifully preserved, and nowhers can
the phenomens be more sasily stadied. The
best development of them was in the Tuool-
nmope valleys, There wers three general
areas ol these glaciers—in Central California,
Oregon, and Bntish Columbia. Existiog gla-
ciers extend as far sonth as latitude 53 deg.,
st the alvtude of 5000 to 15,000, aud arse
found abundantly in British America and
Alagka, but do not ovcur in the United Statas

roper. There are no glacial markings in the
ﬁ!gh Northern latitudes, except about the
high mountaing. The great Northern drift of
the East does not extend much west of the
Miaslssippi, and therefore the area ccoupied by
it in the United States is not more than a tenth
of ita surface. The extinot glaciers of Washing-
ton Territory approach the sea level near Van-
conver’'s [sland.

The gubject of the formation of lakes was
then introduced. Professor Whitney disagresd
with the views of Ramsey, who thought gla-
clers were the chief agents of lake erosion.
Lakes were not of necessary occurrence in
glacial regions, and there were great numbers
of lakes in regions like British Columbia and
Russian Europe, where mno traces of glacial
action can be found. Luskes ars dependent
upon meteorological conditions. Thers must
be a surplus of rainfall. Nevada was once
covered by a wonderful network of lakes, but
they dried up for want of rain, and their
bottoms are occupied by the “alkali flats,”
The great chain of lakes in North Awmerica,
from Erie to the Arctic Ocean, occupy a geolo-
gi al depression—not due to special erosion.
'hey are in a belt of coununtry two hundred
miles wide, and parallel to the Rocky Monn-
tains.

The ground was maintained that an in-
dented court is an evidence of submergenca.
Thege indentations have been oalled Fiords,
from their local name in Sweden, None of
them are to be found on the western Amori-
can coast mnorth of Chili, but they would be
abundant in California if the sarface shounld
sink a thounsand feet.

Professor Newberry desoribed a great luke
that once existed beiween the region of Lake
Buperior and New York, and suggested that
some of the lukes of Oregon had been drained
by nataral causes.

Mr. Gabb thought that the lakes of Oregon
and Nevada had disappeared by simple dryiog
up. He remarked that he had recently ex-
awined some of the clays said to kave baen
produced during the drift period in Bouath
America by Professor Agassiz, and found ma-
rine fossils inm them. As these specimens
came frem a locality five hundred milas far-
ther np the tributaries of the Amazon than
Agassiz penetrated, he thonght the views of
Agassiz ingorrect.

Professor Guyot thought the facts presented
by Professor {Vhi.nuy confirmed bis own
theory of the glacial period, that the cold was
chiefly due to meteorologioal canses. When
the amount of precipitation in the winter isso
great that the heat of the snmmer cannot melt
the ice, then we have the vonditions requisite
to pruduw a glacial period, and the fact of the
restriction of the ice to the eastern part of the
omtinent was favorable to his theory. He
showed the close relations of the Earopsan and
Awerican drift by pointing out on the map the
proximity of the two flelds. They coverad the
eastern part of the latter and the western part
of the former continent. He did not think
that many of the lake basing of the world had
been exonvated by glaciars,

A view had been suggested by Ball, of Ca-
pada, to the effect that rovk might have been
excavated by the falling of torrents into ice
crevasges very much like a boring apparatus.
A modification of this view, propused privately
by Bhaler, added the eJeot of heat frow balow.

NEW EVIDENCE AGAINST M. CHASLES,

Faugére, entitled, ‘Difense de B. Pascal, st
Accessoirement de Newton, Galile, Montes-
quien, ete., contre les Faux Documents, pré-
rentés par M. Chasles & 1’Académie des
Sviences.” On Eeruuiug it, one I8 at & loss to
conceive how M. Chasles can ventura for a
mowent Lo resigt the overwhelming evidence
brought against him, though there iz little
doubt that, with his usual impsrturbable bold-
ness, he will stigmatize his ». ceraary’s really
learned works as absurd, and hold up his own
trumgwry to the world as the ‘real Simon
Pure.

“M. Faungere, who holds a hiph ition at
the Yoreign Office, edited Pascal's ‘Pensees’ in
1844, from the original manusoript of the
Bibliothegque Imperial, avd consequently
knows Pascal’s handwriting as well as his
own. On that occasion, haviog accidentally
met with a spurious signature, believed to be
Fascal's, bhe published a juc simile of it by way
of comparison with the real ove. This false
signature is the one appended to the forged
letters attributed to Pascal by M. Chasles, and
there is condequently the strongest presump-
tion that these forgeries do not date farther
back than 1844, so that all the suspicions
heaped upon Desmaisesux, as having origi-
pated them about 1740, falls to the ground.
M. Faugere does mnot content himselr in his
present work with publishiog fae simifes both
of forged documents and of anthentic ones to
be compared with them (needless to add, there
i:in not even in the former an attempt at imits-
| tiow).

““After reminding the reader that M. Chaales
has constantly refused to say from whow he
got his forged trash, and thut when M. Faugers
En‘npused that the Academy of Bolenews shoall

ave the havdwriting examived by the dirse-
tor of the Imperial Library and his colleagnea,
M. Chasles flatly refosed on the absurd plea
that those geuntlemen wers not cowpstent
judges. M. Faugere prooeeds to show that
the man who cowmitted the forgery not ouly
made up hig documents, with scraps of lotters
written by others, and published long ago, but
peither foilowed the orthography of the thue
uer even the style; aud that he nsod wauy
words of recent growth, In short, thera van
not be & fuller refutation than this work con-
taing of M. Chasles’ wgste paper. Romor
(perbaps fnpired by bimgell) asserts that Ls
puid £4000 tor it, aud that his pressnt obsti-
vacy is maivly owiug to his desire of kesprug
up the marketable value of this gigantic wuss
of rubbleh.’’
